WINNIPEG, May 19—Estab- 
lishment of a wheat quota at the 


Ottawa Imperial Economic Con- . 


ference would not be in the best 
interests of wheat producers, al- 
though sale of western wheat is 
of the utmost importance. This 
was the chief of six points agreed 
upon today at a conference of 
Manitoba agricultural interests 
called by Premier John Bracken 
to formulate Manitoba's views for 
submission to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment prior to the conference. 

Other points agreed upon were:

THE DEPRESSION HELPS 

Not everything is depressed. Believe it or not, 
there are business concerns that are making more 
money now than a year ago. The Edmonton street 
railway is one of them. 

For the year thus far the system is more than 
$13,000 to the good, against a loss at this tirne last 
year ot $8,000. The betterment is $21,000. The tax- 
payer benefits from the stoppage of a loss for which 
he was ultimately liable and from the production 
of profits which will help to cut down his bill and 
off-set the increase in the mill rate. 


The fact is the important thing, but it would be | 


interesting and perhaps useful to know what factors 
brought about the change. One of them ms 
obvious. It is cheaper to ride on a street car than 
to drive a motor car. As attention is being forced 
at present to such economies, the street railway is 
apparently one business enterprise that is prosper- 
ing because of the depression. 


PREYING ON MISFORTUNE 
The scoundrel who robbed Lindbergh of $50,000

‘\ GOOD PLAN, BUT BEHIND TIME} 


Ottawa has finally got around to outlining a plan | 


under which it is ready to spend relief money to 
help place selected unemployed men and their 
families on farms. 

The Dominion is willing to advance $600 to thus 
assist in locating a family, if the Provincial Gov- 
ernment and the municipality concerned put up a 
like amount. The terms are not unreasonable, the 
amount is fair, and the general plan is good. 

Had this scheme been launched three months ago 
something of very practical importance might have 
resulted from it during the present year. Hundreds 
of families might in that event have been helped 
into a position in which they would be able to take 
care of themselves from next fall on. 

It is now too late to complete the elaborate 
machinery called for and to place families on farms 
in time for them to produce a crop this summer. 
The settlers will now have to be provided for until 
a year from next fall. Procrastination at Ottawa 
has cost the prospective settlers a year of time and 
will cost the public a corresponding amount of relief 
money. 


OTTAWA BREAKING CONTRACTS 


A bill is being put through parliament to impose 
a special income tax upon judges, army and navy 
men, and members of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. It is explained that these classes were not 
included in the general slash of civil servants’ 
salaries, because of “special circumstances. 

The “special circumstances” are that these par- 
ticular civil servants are under explicit and defin- 
ite contract with the Government. They have sold 
their time for a fixed period at a fixed price. They 
can be compelled to deliver the service, and are 
therefore entitled to get the price 

It was not thought safe legally to try to openly 
break the contracts and cut their pay. The same 
end is to be attained by singling them out for a 
special tax levy. 

When a government employe is hired on the rule 
that prevails generally in business life, an agree- 
ment that leaves him free to quit whenever he sees 
a better job, the government of course is free to cut 
the agreed rate of pay, as free as the private em- 
ployer in like circumstances. Dominion civil ser- 
vants generally are appurently hired on that basis, 
since their pay was slashed wholesale without any 
protest being raised that contracts were broken. 

Whatever is the case as to judges, enlisted men 
and members of the Dominion police are in an en- 
tirely different position. They cannot resign when- 
ever they please or see a better job. There is no 
way by which they can get out of the service before 
their time expires, unless the Government chooses 
to agree to let them out. 

This special income tax is adopted as a round- 
about way of breaking these contracts. It stands in 
au altogether different light than the reduction of 


salaries of civil servants who are not bound by con- 
tractual obligations. It is an assertion of the right 
of the Government to release itself from any con- 
tract, while holding the other party to the letter of 
the undertaking. 

The question immediately arises, what are Do- 
minion Government bonds worth? If contracts with 
employees can be broken by imposing a special tax 
to take back part of their salaries, what assurance 
is there that the Government will not levy another 
special tax and take back part of the interest it has 
promised to pay to those who have bought its 
bonds?

Britain Turns the Corner 


From the Monthly Review (for May) Issued by Barclay’s Bank 


Now that statistics are avail- 
able covering the first complete 
six months since this country de- 
parted from the gold standard, it 
is of interest to review the posi- 
tion in comparison with the gen- 
eral conditions prevailing in other 
parts of the world. Much of the 
benefit which might have accrued 
to the export trade of the United 
Kingdom as a result of the sus- 
pension of gold payments has 
been negatived by the similar ac- 


tries and by the numerous ex- | 


change restrictions imposed 
abroad. 

Nevertheless, indications point 
to the fact that the United King- 
dom has been more successful 
than most countries in resisting 
the tendency towards a further 
reduction in business. Production 
during the final quarter of 1931 
and the first quarter of 1932, as 
measured by the indices :ompiled 
by the London and Cambridge 
Economie Service, was consider- 
ably higher than in the preceding 
six months and the official esti- 
mate of the number of insured 
persons aged 16 to 64 actually in 
work on 2lst March, amounting

to approximately 9,549,000, was 
146,000 greater than a month be- 
fore, anc 166,000 higher than a 
year earlier. 

At a time when many other 
countries have experienced an 
increase in the number of persons 
out of work, Great Britain has se- 
cured a reduction, and between 
28th September, 1931, and 2ist 
March, 1932, the number of regis- 
tered unemployed fell by 257,440 
to 2,567,332. The latter figure was 
133,841 less than on 22nd Febru- 
ary, 1932, and 12,786 below the to- 
tal ‘for 23rd March, 1931, and as 
the Minister of Labor recently 
pointed out in the House of Com- 
mons, the March statistics were 
the first for over two years to 
record a decline compared with 
the corresponding period of the 
previous year. 

It is true that a considerable 
part of the decrease in the num- 
ber of registered unemployed is 
due to legislative and administra- 
tive changes, but the increase in 
recent months in industrial ac- 
tivity has also been an important 
factor and between 21st Septem- 
ber, 1931, and 2ist March, 1932, 
the number of insured persons 
actually employed rose by 223,000.

The meeting was called to dis- 
cuss ways and ermans for the 
completion of the road at that 
time or its abandonment till times 
improved. If anyone has any idea 
that the present depression is, as 
some have thoughtlessly said, the 
worst in history, I can only feel 
amused when I think of the sum- 
ming up of the situation by Pay- 
son Tucker at that meeting. I 
was so impressed with what he 
said that his words, which I can 
repeat verbatim, are as fresh in 
my memory as if they were spok- 
en yesterday. He said: “If con- 
ditions continue as they are now, 
every railroad in the United 
States will be bankrupt in six 
months, and we might as well all 
be in the same boat, but if on the

other hand we have a change for 
the better by that time, and we 
complete the road now, we will

AN INFALLIBLE BAROMETER 

Hamilton Herald: There has 
been a lot of moonshine in so- 
called “Sunshine Columns” dur- 
ing the last year. It is interesting 
to read that John B. Whoozis, 
manufacturer of cellophane ear- 
laps, has received an order for a 
gross of this product, but to sub- 
mith that as proof that Old Kid 
Depression is reeling on the ropes 
and all set for the knockout blow 
is to challenge public credulity, 
Today, just to be different, the 
Spectator directs attention to the 
admission of a manufacturing 
company that its business, which 
has been exceptionally good dur- 
ing these hard times, is declining. 
Not much, but enough to indi- 
cate that the economic doldrums 
have almost run their course and 
that Prosperity will soon pop from 
around that mysterious corner. 
This particular cormpany deais in 
rolled oats and discovered years 
ago that delectable dish to be an 
infallible barometer, When times 
are good, it seems, there is a tend- 
ency in many households to 
breakfast on fancier cereals, but 
when unemployment comes or 
father's income is reduced, por- 
ridge and mush, the old reliables, 
find themselves again in public 
favor. 


What a merry time officialdom is having, throw- 
ing Doukhobors intg prison and separating parents 
from their children—all because the Douks think 
that it is not sinful. but an evidence of a pure heart, 
to be nude at their religious festivals. 

It may be, of course, that Doukhobors are not 
human beings and that there is no cruelty in sep- 
arating them from their young. It muy be that 
there is something terribly seductive in the sight of 
a nude Doukhobor woman--built on the lines of 
Stan. Zbysko—that upsets the pure minds of the 
police, who are about the only persons to witness 
these sights. But the overtaxed people of Canada 
will have to pay a pretty sum for the fun these of- 
ficials are having in sentencing Doukhobor com- 
munities en masse to three year terms in prison. 

It costs something to keep people in prison. 
Special camps and buildings have to be erected to 
accommodate these people. Their boots and clothes, 
blankets and equipment, have to be paid for. Food 
has to be supplied to them and attendants to look 
after them. It probably costs not less than a dollar 
a day to keep a prisoner in jail. 

Well, if they only put a thousand of these re- 
ligious zealots into prison, that will cost the nation 
$1,000 a day or $365,000 a year. Three years of it will 
run into something like $1,095,000. 

That isn’t all of it. The lands of these people 
will become weed-grown. The nation will be de- 
prived of their usefulness—and no one who has 
visited their settlements and scen their farms and 
factories can dispute their productive power. 

We are going to pay a pretty price to shield the 
pure eyes of a handful of policemen from the awful 
sight of a few nude Doukhobor dames, and to satisfy 
the lust of officialdom to feel the pride of power by 
sending people en masse to prison. 
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The truth is that nudity is much more modest 
than clothing—especially modern female clothing 
which is designed to emphasize sexual character- 
istics. Among African tribes where nudity is prac- 
tised, the women dancers who want to rouse male 
passions don skirts. The same was true in the South 
Seas before the missionaries put the women into 
Mother Hubbard gowns to make them Jook more 
pleasing in the sight cf God. The damscels only 
donned the grass skirts to make their hootchy- 
kootchy more effective. At ordinary times they 
went modestly about wearing a smile. 

I was pleased to find out that so many readers of 
this column share healthy ideas on the subject of 
nudity. 

Oddly enough, in reading Lou Tellegen's “Wo- 
men have been kind” this week, I came across a 
remarkable testimony as to the modesty of nudity 
—remarkable, that is, in view of the author. 

Search the world over and one cannot find a 
franker pilgrim of love than Lou Tellegen. Artist's 
model, scuipior, playwright, boxer, cab-driver, cir- 
cus gymnast, explorer, gambler, bull-fighter, movie 
star, leading man for Eleanora Duse and Sarah 
Bernhardt, this passionate lover of beauty, who 
started his career by eloping at fifteen with his 
father's nineteen year old mistress, sems always to 
have had some woman as a magnet in his life. 

This is what he says of his early days asa sculp- 
tor’s model in Brussels for Lacroix, before Rodin 
used him as a model for “Eternal Springtime.” 


He was making a heroic group, man and 
woman. I posed for him for nearly three 
months. ...I should say we posed for him. 
The model who posed for the female figure 
was the most beautifully formed female fig- 
ure, Of course I could not help realizing 
this—she stood nude the whole day before 
me, .. Her. name was Beatrice. In addition to 
her divine figure, she had a face that begged 
for affection. We became very much in- 
fatuated with each other. 

Many a marvellous meal we had in the 
studio, Beatrice and I, sitting beside each 
other in the nude. For those of my readers 
who do not know the life of a model, I wish 
to emphasize that even though one enjoys 
living daily in the atmosphere of an artist's 
studio and working very hard—and posing 
is hard work—the fact that one is nude every 
hour of the day, by and by kills every atom 
of indecent thought or hypocrisy. It is a fact 
that though Beatrice and I were in constant 
nakedness, as we had been born, our minds 
were as pure as the minds of many who boast 
of their “virtue’—if not purer.

But the manner in which the senators and con- 
gressmen lived up to their family duties and took 
care of their relatives, has aroused a great deal of 
comment. 

A senator or congressman in U.S, is entitled to 
four clerks, The custom ‘has been in most cases to 
give the office of second clerk to a female relative, 
as a sinecure.

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Health and Diet Advice

The non-starchy vegetables contain only a sma)! 
amount of protein and very small amount of starc}), 
but they are very rich in all of the organic minera) 
elements and vitamins which are 80 necessary to 
the different cells of the body in all of its tissues 
from the nervous system to the skeleton, There are 
other reasons why they are important additions to 
our daily fare. For one thing, they fill up well ang 
thus supply us with bulk so we can more easily 
avoid an excess of the more concentrated food; 
| such as the meats, starches, sugars, fats, etc. ‘Tho 
non-starchy: vegetables combine well with each 


other and they can be mixed indiscriminately with 
either starches or proteins. A good rule to remem- 
ber is that one or more of the non-starchy veget- 
ables either cooked or raw may be used with any 
one protein at a meal. 

Fruits, while being one of the most valuable, 
may also be one of the most dangerous foods if 
improperly combined. The more acid fruits are 
best eaten by themselves or in combination with 
milk. The sub-acid and the fion-acid frults may be 
used with a protein meal or with milk or with any 
one of the non-starchy vegetables. An exception to 
this is the banana, which is a highly starchy fruit, 
and should therefore be used in the same combina. 
tions as you would other starches, The acid fruits 
should never be used at a meal containing a heavy 
starchy food. If you use fruit desserts, it is well to 
remember that they should only be used with a pro- 
tein meal or non-starchy meal, and not with a mea! 
containing starchy food. 

Some of the fruits are quite rich in sugar; among 
these are dates and figs. You should be carecul not 
to overeat on the fruits containing too much sugar, 
although a small portion may be used once or twice 
a day by anyone in good health. 

Owing to the difference in their acids, no two 
fruits combine well except the citrus fruits which 
contain the same acids. 

The best sugars are those contained in the sweet 
fruits, and, if one uses these, no other sugars need 
be added to the diet. The sugars should not be 
combined with starches because this mixture fer- 
ments rapidly. An excess of honey, maple sugar, 
raw sugar and other sugars should also be avoided 
for the same reason. 

Fats and oils are valuable foods in cold climates 
and dangerous foods in hot climates. They combine 
well in moderate quantities with any food. They 
| have a tendency, however, when mixed with either 

starch or protein, to delay the emptying of the stom- 
| ach, Their purpose in the body is to supply heat 
and energy. For this reason, they are almost essen- 
| tial in cold climates, and obviously not so useful in 
warm climates. They combine best with toasted 
starches, fruit sugars and non-starchy vegetables 
and moderately well with proteins and starches.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Alma Y. writes: “I am writing 
you in the interest of a little boy who is almost deaf. 
One specialist claims that his ear drums have not 
developed. Also, what would cause his extremely 
heavy breathing? Please give us some advice about 
deafness.” 

ANSWER: Deafness is usually caused by some 
catarrhal condition or an obstruction of the Eus- 
tachian canal by enlarged tonsils or inflammation. 
If the little boy's deafness is caused by the ear 
drums not developing, it is possible that artificial 
ear drums could be used. A catarrhal condition is 
probably partly responsible for his heavy breath- 
ing. I suggest that he be given several short acid 
fruit fasts, being given a well-balanced diet without 
much starchy food between the fasting periods. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Bertha Van S. asks: “Will you 
tell me what dementia praecox is and if it can be 
cured? The doctor told my brother he had it.” 

ANSWER: The name “dementia praecox” is 
given to the commonest forms of insanity. Many 
of these cases can be cured if the right treatments 
are used. These treatments consist first of all of 
those which will promote unusually good bowel 
elimination and then in addition treatment through 
psychoanalysis will often prove effective in making 
the patient perfectly normal after the intestinal 
poisons have been removed. 

QUESTION: I. inquires: “Is it harmful to use a 
lemon rinse on an 18-month old baby's hair? His 
hair is very light brown and I would like to keep 
it so.” 

ANSWER: Wash the baby’s hair with distilled 
water and then use just a few drops of lemon juice 
| in the rinsing water. This counteracts any alkaline 
| 


deposits on the hair and tends to keep it its natural 
color. 


WHAT OF THE CUTWORM? 

From a bulletin issted by the Dominion Ento- 
mological Laboratory, Lethbridge: 

Many inquiries have been received as to what 

effect the recent rain, snow or frost will have on the 

expected cutworm outbreak. Abundant moisture 
during the period of cutworm activity in the field 
is of great value in controlling the pale western 
cutworm and in reducing the amount of damage 
that may be expected, However, the recent storms 
will have little or no effect on the outbreak, Since 

very few of the eggs had hatched prior to April 20 

the cold will only serve to delay hatching, while 

the excessive moisture will increase the per cent of 
eggs which will hatch as soon as the soil warms up 
again, 

The only value of these recent storms from the 
viewpoint of the cutworm outbreak is that the 
hatch will be more uniform then was the case last 
season. The cutworms will develop more evenly 
and the period of activity in the field will not be 
so prolonged, In 1931 many fields showed a severe 
and active infestation of pale western cutworm 
well into July which made it impossible to even 
produce a crop of green feed. It is quite probable 
that the more even hatching this season will sce 
the activity uniformly advanced and seeding of sec- 

verely infested fields can be safely conducted by 
June 15. This will depend on subsequent weathe: 
conditions as well as the development in individua! 
fields,

ACCIDENT IS 
GIVEN CAUSE | 
OF HIS DEATH 


Earl’s 17-year-old Son Not 

Present When Verdict 

Given 

SOUTHAMPTON, May 19.—A 
verdict of accidental death was 
rendered Wednesday by a coron- 
er’s jury inquiring into circum- 
stances surrounding the death of 
the Earl of Egmont, former Prid- 

dis, Alta., rancher, who died last 
Monday from injuries suffered in 
an antomobile accident. Viscount 

Percevsé, the earl's 17-year-old 

son and heir, was not present at 
the inquest. 

Evidence showed the crossroads | 
in New Forest, near here, where 
the accident occurred, had become 
notable for the number of accidents 
which have happened there. 

The automobile in which the earl 
was travelling, and another au- 
tomobile collided in the middle of | 
the crossroads, testimony showed, 
neither driver having apparently 
been aware of the other's approach, 

The driver of the earl's machine 
said his speed was between 15 and 
20 miles an hour and that the crash 
came “like a flash of lightning.” The 
body of the automobile in which the | 
earl was a passenger was torn from 
the chassis and thrown 15 feet away, 
| a policeman testified. 

According to medical testimony, the 
earl died from heart failure compli- 
cated by bronch!al pneumonia, 

Known as “the loneliest peer in 
England,” the Earl of Egmont, at 
the age of 56. left his Alberta ranch 
and took residence in historfc Avon 
Castle, Hampshire. 

Heavy deeth duties and other mon- 
etary claims forced him, shortly after 
his arrival, to discharge all servants 
of the estate and establish himself in 
the kitchen of the castle, where, with 
his son and heir, Viscount Perceval, 
he did his own housework and cocked 
his own meals, | 

Tt was many times rumored that 
| both father and son had tired of their 
new life and would shortly return to | 
Canada but after the sale of ancestral 
| plate and many valuable paintings, 
which netted gbout $40,000, the earl 
decided to stay and his son elected te 
remain with him

For Young Sprinters 


The sprinter must be careful to 
come out of the holes with a gra- 
dual increase in elevation and 
avoid the common fault of leap- 
ing in the air at the crack of the 
pistol. About five strides are usu- 
ally iaken to get the shoulders 
and head at the proper elevation 
for running. In running the hun- 
dred yards it is advisable to take 
a deep breath when at the “get 
set position” and then hold this 
breath until the race is finished. 
The process of inhaling and ex- 
haling seems to interfere with the 
stride and arm motion. 

The following remarks regarding 
striding in the race indicates the 
chief points to be observed by the 
sprinters after the 
As noted before, be careful to run 
straight. Any deviation from a 
straight course not only increases 
the distance that has to be travers- 
ed but also interferes with good 
balance which is essential if good 
time is to be made, The energy 
used in correcting a wobble or some 
uneven movement of the arms is 
wasted wheteas it should be used 
to drive the body forward 


STRIDE VARIES 
The length of the stride most suit- 
able to any sprinter depends upon 
the sprinter himself. The two points 
to be considered are the length of 
the stride and time elapsing during 
the stride. The sprinter should aim 
at that length of stride that will 
give him the greatest speed. The 
average stride of the best sprinters 
when running at full speed is be- 
tween seven feet and seven feet six 
inches. In running the body should 
lean slightly forward, thus as: 
good balance and by keening 
of the weight of the body off 
legs leaves them freer to drive the 
body forward. Also by leaning for- 
ward there is a tendency to fall 
ahead and thus draw the legs for- 
ward quicker. The angle at which 
sprinters lean forward is about 
sixty degrees to the horizontal. 
The arm action is very import- 
ant in running. Ontheir correct 
movement depends the efficiency 
of the legs driving force. The 
arms are balancing mechanism 
for the sprinter and the style of 
arm motion adapted should be 
such that it works smoothly with 
the leg action. As the arms are 
really body controls during the 
race it is evident that any swing- 
ing of the arms to the side of the 
body will interfere with the run- 
ning; also the hands should not 
be raised above the shoulders as 
such movements are not only use- 
less but are detrimental.

COME INTO A SHOT: 


A ball hit to the right usually 
is the result of (1) falling back, 
(2) looking up, or (3) turning the 
body too quickly. These faults 
cause the club face to cut across 
the line of flight. They can be 
overcome by bracing the left side 
and following through along the 
line of intended flight. 

Standing too close to the ball 
or sending the club through too 
far away from the body hinders 
the follow through. Concentrate 
on hitting the ball from the inside 
out. 

Quitting on a shot, that is, bit- 
ting into the ball and stopping 
the swing so that the arms are 
drawn in and the club turned 
over, is a common cause of hook- 
ing.
